“I joined up because I 
liked traveling. I went 
around the world, too.” 

Armstrong was a signal 
man, responsible for send¬ 
ing messages via Morse 
code and by light. 

“I remember we would 
work in four hour shifts. So 
we’d spend four hours on 
duty and four hours playing 
cards, or sleeping." 

Armstong admits he 
"didn’t get much sleep” in 
those days. 

Armstrong and his fellow 
comrades were charged 
with peace keeping duties. 

"We would stop fishing 
boats and check for guns. 
There was a lot of violence 
going on over there at the 

Armstong also remem¬ 
bers when the Haida was 
caught in a typhoon. 

"We lost all of our life¬ 
boats and everyone had to 
stay inside on the bridge.” 

Armstrong saw waves 
about 150 feet high. 


Although Armstong was 
kept busy with his naval 
duties, he said he still man¬ 
aged to have a few laughs 
aboard the Haida. 

“I remember when all of 
the guys, except maybe six 
of us got sea sick.” 

“To make them even sick¬ 
er, we had hard boiled eggs 
and we’d eat them in front of 
the guys,” Armstrong 
laughed. 

Armstrong was dis¬ 
charged from service in 
1956. 

For his service, Armstrong 
was recognized with the 
Ambassador Peace Medal 
Friday afternoon at the 
Royal Canadian Legion 
Branch 71. The medal was 
awarded to Armstrong as an 
expression of appreciation 
from the Korean govem- 

Korea Veterans 

Association of Canada proj¬ 
ect coordinator Hoojung 
Jones said the medal is given 
to Korean War veterans who 
served in the Korean con¬ 


flict. 

“These Korean War veter¬ 
ans helped to save 46.8 mil¬ 
lion lives in Korea,” Jones 

"We are trying to give the 
medal to every deserving 
Korean War veteran, how¬ 
ever, it is not always possi¬ 
ble." 

Jones said some of the 
veterans are difficult to track 

To be eligible for the 
medal, veterans must have 
served during the Korean 
War from June 25, 1950 to 
July 27,1953. For more infor¬ 
mation visit online at www.

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Ontario to fund new high school

The Ontario Ministry of Education is 
making a $20.6 million investment in 
the youth of Fort Erie. 

A new high school will be built to 
accommodate up to 750 students and 
open in September 2017 at a location 
that still needs to be determined. 

St. Catharines MPP Jim Bradley 
made the announcement last week. 

Surrounded by about 23 students 
who will one day attend Fort Erie’s new 
high school, Bradley said the provin¬ 
cial government is making “an in 
investment in education” that will 
“ensure we have a good education sys- 

“This (funding) is an investment in 
people. It’s an investment in the future,” 
Bradley added. 

The decision to build a new high 
school in Fort Erie was a result of an 
accommodation review conducted by 
the District School Board of Niagara’s 
accommodation review committee. 
The committee recommended Fort 
Erie Secondary School and Ridgeway- 
Crystal Beach High School be closed in 
favour of uniting all of the municipali¬ 
ty’s students into one facility. 

Lastyear, Fort Erie councillors agreed 
to recommend the DSBN build the 
new education facility adjacent to the 
Leisureplex. 

“This is great news,” Mayor Doug 
Martin said about the funding 
announcement. 


"The town hall and arena were 
built in 1994 with the hope that it 
would become the central core of Fort 
Erie." 

Martin said he’d like to see the new 
school built near town hall because it 
would unite the community. 

“This location draws us all togeth- 

DSBN chairman Kevin Maves said 
there is “no definite answer" to when a 
location or design for the high school 
will be decided. 

But the announcement that the 
province will invest money into the 
high school will get the ball rolling on 
discussions with the school board and 
community partners about where the 
school will be built. 

“This funding announcement makes 
a new school become a reality for Fort 
Erie,” Maves said. 

"We will look at all of the possibili¬ 
ties that make sense (about where the 
school should be built) and we'll get 
the shovels in the ground as soon as 
possible.” 

The Ministry of Education’s website 
reports the provincial government has 
invested $12 billion in school infra¬ 
structure, which includes about 650 
schools and renovations since 2003. In 
March, the province also announced 
more than $700 million will be spent 
on school board capital projects 
through the 2013 to 2014 capital priori¬ 
ties program.

Bergen said a possible 
solution to improve safety 
for cyclists on Garrison Rd. 
could mean a “road diet” for 
the road, which is consid¬ 
ered one of the major arter¬ 
ies in Fort Erie. 

Bergen said the Region 
could remove the centre 
turning lane on Garrison 
Rd., and repaint the lines of 
the road to allow space for 
bicycle lanes. 

"It's one of the most cost 
effective ways (of adding a 
bicycle lane," Bergen said. 

“But it depends on traffic 
volumes. If you’re reducing 
traffic specifically, you might 
not want to implement that 
change without a traffic 
study. It’s something we 
could look at.”

The Niagara Regional 
Police are reminding resi¬ 
dents to use caution and be 
aware of their surroundings 
when riding a bicycle. 

A 16 year-old female was 
traveling eastbound on the 
Friendship Trail in Fort Erie 
Saturday when she crossed in 
front of a motorist traveling 
southbound on Kraft Rd. and 
was struck. Police and para¬ 
medics arrived on scene at 
12:30 shortly after the inci¬ 
dent occurred. 

The female was taken to 
hospital and treated for minor 
abrasions to both ankles. No 
charges were laid. 

Staff Sgt. Steve Tchang said 
collisions involving motorists 
and cyclists along the 
Friendship Trail is “rare but it 
does happen.” 

“We do get the occasional 
call and it’s always a concern. 
The consequences could be 

“The majority of incidents 
involve people 16 to 25 years 

Tchang said distractions for 


both cyclists and motorists 
are becoming a problem. 

“When incidents like this 
happen, it’s usually because a 
pedestrian, a person on a 
bike, or a driver is distract*- 
Tchang said. 

“What I see the most c 
lot of cyclists have ear buds 
their ears and they are no. 
paying attention to their sur¬ 
roundings." 

Tchang hopes to see more 
cyclists use caution when 
cycling. 

“These types of accidents 
are preventable. Sometimes 
they result in a serious fatality 
and it’s such a waste.” 

The NRP are preparing to 
launch a new campaign 
which will see police officers 
aggressively target distracted 
drivers to educate them about 
the dangers of distracted driv¬ 
ing. 

“Hopefully, cyclists will 
take warning and learn from 
the campaign as well,” Tchang 

Since Jan. 1, the NRP have 
responded to four incidents 
involving a cyclist in Fort 
Erie.

• About three-quarters 
of all cycling fatalities 
involve head injuries. 

• The fine for not wear¬ 
ing a helmet is $60.

From the gardener’s journal: Find the gold in the autumn months

So how about the weath¬ 
er? Whenyou are a Canadian 
there seems to be an occa¬ 
sion always to chat with 
anyone anywhere about the 
weather...so in the words of 
a popular saying “its all 
good” At least the past week 
has been a true delight... 

I have been thinking a lot 
about preferences recently. 
As I weed and work around 
the community I see many 
’preferences! Some love 
trees-.some shrubs, some 
flowers and there are lovely 
vegetable gardens too. We 
all have preferences in some 


area and growing our living 
plants is no exception. 

Plants too have preferenc¬ 
es. Some ‘prefer’ shade. 
Some “ prefer partial shade/ 
partial sun" Then there is 
that term...’tolerate!.. 

I think these are very dif¬ 
ferent concepts. What is 
‘preferred’ and what is ‘tol¬ 
erated’ may look very differ¬ 
ent in your space. For exam¬ 
ple, hostas can 'tolerate' sun 
shine but it may affect their 
colours or 'veining' on the 
leaves. They may ‘prefer’ 
partial sun/partial shade 
and you may need to move 
them to see how they grow 
and thrive best. That is often 
true with flowers that are 


supposed to ‘prefer’ shade. 
They may ‘tolerate’ being in 
the shade but would like a 
little more sunshine to really 
show and grow. Often we 
have some guidelines that 
help but truly the best expe¬ 
rience is to experiment with 
an individual plant and see 
how well it thrives in condi- 

To me the famous one is 
‘drought tolerant’... well, 
there maybe ‘toleration’ but 
there will not be the growth 
or thriving so keep in mind 
that although the words ‘tol¬ 
erate’ appear...all living 
things need moisture... 

Balance is the operative 
thought here. Even though 


we have some instruction it 
is best to keep an eye on 
growth and thriving and see 
what conditions produce 
the best of those results. Oh 
and weed free helps in all 
spaces! 

I say that because this past 
week I met with the tallest 
ragweed I have ever seen. 
We were volunteering in a 
space that needed some 
repairs to the vegetable and 
other gardens and we saw a 
huge and strong ragweed, 
close to 6 feet tall or more... 
someone else had the plea¬ 
sure of taking it out but it 

think there is a picture 
around or you might think I 


am bluffing...or ‘ragging’ 

I am giving thought to 
extending my cooler weath¬ 
er vegetables into the really 
cold and I will keep you 
informed of how that exper¬ 
iment is thriving as the cool¬ 
er weather comes ...I hope 
to have kale and spinach 
and see whatever else I can 
keep growing as the season 
cools down. Maybe I can 
make that a little challenge 
and see how many others 
will try that as well...

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Students in Niagara are monitored for Ebola symptoms

International students 
coming to Niagara from 


Niagara Region’s public 
health department has issued 
an advisory for schools with 
international students to 
monitor anyone coming from 
countries dealing with the 
growing outbreak. Mandatory 
screenings, however, aren’t 
required. 

“Niagara Region Public 


Health is following the guide¬ 
lines of Public Health Ontario 
and those are based on a risk 
assessment,” said Jessica 
Hopkins, the Region’s associ¬ 
ate medical officer of health. 
"There is no recommenda¬ 
tion for a mass screening for 
students returning from 
affected countries.” 

Students from Nigeria and 
other affected countries 
attending Brock University, 
Niagara College and interna¬ 
tional private schools, such as 
Ridley College in St. 
Catharines and Niagara 
Christian Community of 
Schools in Fort Erie, are asked 
to watch for symptoms for a 


21-day period since they left 
Africa. 

“If they develop the symp¬ 
toms, we have plans in place 
that involve the school and 
the Niagara Health System,” 
Hopkins said. “They will be 
immediately put into isola¬ 
tion and assessed. Then it will 
be determined if they might 
have (Ebola).” 

A patient earlier this week 
was put into isolation at the 
NHS St Catharines site after 
they displayed Ebola-like 
symptoms. The person, who’s 
age, sex or nationality was not 
released, was quarantined for 
three days before test results 
came back negative for 


Brock University media 
relations manager Jeff 
Sinibaldi said the school has 
1,900 international students, 
including 50 from West Africa. 
Niagara College marketing 
and communications direc¬ 
tor Dorita Pentesco said there 
are around 50 students from 
Nigeria enrolled at the school 
this year. 

Both schools said they’ve 
been in contact with public 


health and are following their 
guidelines. 

“We’ve issued communi¬ 
cations to the international 
students from Nigeria and 
passed on information from 
public health," Pentesco said. 

Mark Thiessen, the princi¬ 
pal at the Niagara Christian 
Community of Schools in Fort 
Erie, said he was contacted by 
the public health department 
regarding screening and sur¬ 
veillance procedures. 


The private school has 220 
students in grades 6-12 from 
15 countries around the 
world. Thiessen said there are 
“several” from Nigeria and 
that school staff are helping 
monitor them for any symp- 

Hopkins said it’s impor¬ 
tant to note the virus cannot 
spread from person to person 
when there are no symptoms 
present during the 21-day 
incubation period.

Andrew Aitken is no 
stranger to bringing commu¬ 
nities together and come the 
October election, he hopes 
to do Just that for Fort Erie 
and Ward 1. 

Aitken, resident of Fort 
Erie for many years, is only 
28. Though he is one of the 
youngest to run for council, 
he keeps himself busy as a 
poet, musician, small busi¬ 
ness owner and father. 

“I want to make sure I have 
a part in making this com¬ 
munity a better place for my 
daughter.” 

Owner of the small pub¬ 
lishing company, Written 
Rock, Aitken works to inspire 


people to pursue careers in 
writing and increase literacy 
in the Niagara area. Written 
Rock takes part in literacy 
tours and has booths at the 
Friendship Festivals and 
Canal Days. 

Aitken, who has been 
“picking up litter for years,” is 
also passionate about waste 
management and commu¬ 
nity clean up. He took part in 
the Bridgeburg Business 
Improvement Association 
bridge clean up, which 
inspired him to orchestrate 
the Fort Erie Clean Sweep. 

“I love how we’re cleaning 
the streets. People will send 
me pictures of the areas in 
their community that are lit¬ 
tered and we come clean up.” 
Afterward, they will take a 


picture of the area once it s 
cleaned to compare to the 
first photo sent. “Every time 
we do an event we get at least 
15-20 people coming out and 
helping.” 

“Even if I can make the dif¬ 
ference on the small roads 
we Eve in, those small roads 
turn into cleaner communi¬ 
ties. ... Any day I am not 
doing things I will go and do 
the clean ups.” 

Aitken co-ordinates music 
for events and is connected 
to the music and art scenes 
as a part of Fort Erie Arts and 
Culture Alliance. 

Aitken appears to be an 
anchor for many parts of the 
community. 

“For 15 years now I have 
volunteered for anything I 
can. I am networked with 
an amazing group of citi¬ 
zens and business owners. 
This is a great time for Fort 
Erie." 

He wants most for the 
younger generation to take 


interest in pohtics. “I can 
bring more interest [to coun- 
cE], I feel like I wiE be able to 
bring the younger audience. 
... I want to inspire them to 
think maybe they can make a 
difference, too. That would 
be amazing, ultimately.” 

Aitken has never ran for 
office before, but feels he is 
weE-equipped for the job. 

“I took part for years in 
councE meetings and talking 
to people, but tins is my first 
time getting involved in mak¬ 
ing a better community. I 
want to create a better bridge 
from the community to the 
councE and then back from 
the councE to the communi¬ 
ty.” 

"I am currently working 
with everyone running in 
their respective wards and I 
associate with members on 
the current councE.”

“I just asked people to 
name their current coun- 
cElor, and was shocked.” 
He says very few people 
knew who, or cared, about 
their ward councElors. 
“Everyone should know

“No-one is connected. I 
beEeve with the proper coun¬ 
cE we can usher in a new age 
in Fort Erie.” 

Aitken also works at Coffee 
Culture and feels that, too, 
helps him to connect “I talk 
to everyone every day when 
they walk through. I think I 
have a good idea of what the 
community wants to see. I 
can bring a better bridge from 
the councE to the community 
and back” 

“I am hearing an absolutely 
huge amount of stuff about 
the Kinsmen Pool.” He says 
the people of ward one don’t 
have many other swimming 
options. 

“I think the pool should be 
opened up. There’s a lot of 
people just asking about that. 
I just want to try my absolute 
hardest to have it opened up 
by the next summer.

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Business owner throws name in the ring for Ward 5

Kim Carey has put her 
name in for councillor of 
ward five in the upcoming 
October elections. 

Carey has lived in Fort Erie 
for 11 years, moving from 
outside of Ottawa when she 
and her family lost their 
house in a fire. 

She is a business owner 
with three children, two 
teens and four year old. 

This is Carey’s first political 
campaign. 

“Being a business owner, I 
have my own opinions. I 
want to have a say. Now that 
my daughter is starting 
school I have the time to 
(join council).... I think that 
a lot more could be done and 
instead of just talking about 
it, I think I could do some- 

“I was on the parent coun¬ 
cil at St. George’s school for 
10 years and did a lot of vol¬ 
unteer work there. Another 
student's mother and I start¬ 
ed the healthy snack pro¬ 
gram there,” Carey says. 

Carey has volunteered with 
the Fort Erie Fire Department 
for 10 years as a firefighter 
and, after she was injured, as 
a public educator. “I’m doing 
it because it’s helping, being 
out there in the community. 
I love doing stuff in the com¬ 
munity.” 

Carey has also coached 
many sports teams at the 
YMCA. “When I used to 
coach, I tell people, these are 
all my kids. I will treat them 
all like my children. You feel 
that when you go to events.” 

Carey says that the focus 
on bringing people into Fort 
Erie is unnecessary. "We 
need to focus on the people 
that are here and providing 
them with litde things,” Carey 
says. “The teens have noth¬ 
ing to do. We can’t focus on 
just the big things. People 
won’t come if there's no busi¬ 
ness or nothing for them.” 

There are plenty of other 
things that can be done 
including improving access 
to the beach, a topic very 
important to Carey. “There 
are so many people living 
here who can’t get to the 
beach because they can’t 
walk through the sand. That's 
something small that can be

been done, except the splash 
pad. There’s a development 
plan from a few years ago 
and nothing’s ever been 

Carey says the town needs 
to focus on the litde things, 
like fixing Waterfront park. 
“It has a nice gazebo no-one 
can use because there's a 
bird problem. All it needs in 
netting underneath to get rid 
of the birds. ... That’s a sim¬ 
ple, quick, cheap thing that 
can be done." 

Carey says the gazebo gets 
consistent use and that she 
wanted to be married there, 
yet eventually did not 
because of the birds. 

Carey fears council is not 
working together, and that 
money used for projects like 
repairing the Point Abino 
lighthouse could have been 
better spent elsewhere, like 
re-opening the ward one 
Kinsmen Pool. 

“I’m honest to a fault. I will 
tell people what I think about 
things even if that’s what they 


want to hear or not. Telling 
somebody what they want to 
hear is not going to be good 
in the long run,” she says. 

Carey is also concerned 
about a lack of jobs. “My son 
always said, ‘Mom, I never 
want to leave Crystal Beach.’ 
He’s been lucky enough to 
have part time job... but now 
he’s thinking we have to leave 
to work. We need the jobs 
and the businesses.” 

Carey says there are plenty 
of tourists for the beach, yet 
though tourism is a great way 
to make money there is 
nowhere in Fort Erie for them 
to spend. “When (the tour¬ 
ists) are on the beach, they 
aren’t going to^leave, go to a 

back to the beach. I'm talk¬ 
ing to a few investors. They’d 
like to come in and do die 
paddle boats and paddle 
boards, just like at a tourist 
destination down south. 
These people have money. 
They come with it, and they 
leave with it.” 

What Carey loves the most 
about Fort Erie is its sense of 
community. “When we 
moved here we had no fami¬ 
ly. ... Our first Christmas in 
Fort Erie, other families from 
the school would invite us 
for dinners and Christmas 
day. ... I’ve always felt wel-

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Food banks help users 
make healthier choices

Sometimes people are 
forced to choose between pay¬ 
ing for food, or for rent. 

“Food is the elastic band in 
the budget," says Bridges 
Community Health Centre 
health promoter Rhonda 

“You can't go without pay¬ 
ing your rent, or it means you 
stay homeless.” 

That’s why some people are 
forced to use food banks to 
make it through the month. 

In August, an Ottawa food 
bank asked donors to stop 
donating unhealthy foods like 
Kraft Dinner. 

Barron said the decision 
made by the Ottawa-based 
food bank is controversial. 

“Many times people think 
wait a minute, if you're hun¬ 


gry, you’re hungry. Some peo¬ 
ple take the position that if 
you’re hungry, you should eat 
whatever is available to you.” 

Barron said the Food 
Security Network, which con¬ 
sists of individuals and orga¬ 
nizations committed to 
increasing awareness of food 
security issues in the commu¬ 
nity, is advocating change and 
improving food security. 

Barron said there is a direct 
correladonbetweenunhealthy 
diets and the risk of chronic 
diseases like heart disease and 
diabetes. 

“There all kinds of evidence 
to support the link between 
poverty and ill health.” 

Barron said it’s important to 
consider giving gift cards to 
grocery stores because it 
allows charities to purchase 
the healthier items they

"“It depends on the 
donation, but at times we 
can end up throwing out 
$100 of the donations 
because they aren’t 
usable.”

PREVENTING DEHYDRATION 101 

Many of us may not think about it, but with the combination of warmer 
temperatures and increased activity, our bodies are losing more water than 
usual. If we do not replace the fluids that are lost, we are putting ourselves 
at risk of dehydration. The common feeling of being thirsty is the body’s way 
of letting us know that it is becoming dehydrated and needs the lost fluids 
to be replaced. This signal should not be ignored, so when you feel thirsty, 
it’s time to get a drink of water. The problem arises when the person does 
not have close access to water or if they become dehydrated very quickly 
from too much heat exposure or exercise. At this point the symptoms of 
dehydration are more serious and may include weakness, dizziness, fainting, 
decreased urination, or deeply yellow-coloured urine. A person with any of 
these symptoms may require medical attention. 

Fortunately, there are some very simple steps that you can take to prevent 
dehydration. Always bring extra water with you - especially for outdoor 
events or if working outside. Wear light-coloured and loose-fitting clothing 
as it will keep you cooler on hot, sunny days. Try to avoid exercise and 
exposure during high heat index days or at least limit time spent in the heat 
by finding a shaded area to cool down. Limit alcohol consumption, because 
alcohol increases water loss leading to dehydration. 

It is important for everyone to keep hydrated, but it is especially important to 
ensure that children and elderly people are getting enough fluids. It may be 
difficult to get children to drink lots of water throughout the day, so providing 
them with snacks of fruits and vegetables that have high water content 
will help to replace those lost fluids. Some of the most hydrating foods 
include cucumber, iceberg lettuce, tomatoes, watermelon, strawberries, and
